J. Francis, Q.C., Is not’ always 
happy {n his methods of attack.. Helacks 
the patience of the astite diplomat, and 
apparently knows but Iitile.of tha jinesse 
- which one would natural! expect from 
the trained. and. experienced crosse 
examiner, But the learned gentleman ts 
nevertheless a redoubtable opponent; if 
his blows are not exactly thaight from the 
shoulder, they are delivered with sledge- 
hammer force, and general get, home, 
.With good intentions, for which we givehim 
- full credit, he would certainly accomplish 
8 great deal more by abandoning the bull- 
atea-gate policy for which he is locally 
famous, and tempering his -onslaughts on 
men and -things by a leaven (of 
judgment and discretion, which virtues he 
no doubt possesses fn.an eminent degree,’ 
But malerg foul, Mr Fraxcrs was certainly 
Justified in the action. he took fn. the 
Supreme Court on September 28th, when 
Mr, Acting Justice Potoce took ‘his seat 
on the bench exactly forty minutes after 
the hour fixed for the hearing of the case 
that was on the roll;-—the members
